To-night we are saying good-bye to a school that 
has been our second home for the past five years, 
and as we walk once more through well-travelled 
halls that have seen many fine students enter Pat¬ 
terson’s doors we think back upon past events and 
treasured friendships that we have made. While 
visiting with one another we hear and see again 
noisy students going to and from classes, sneaking 
drinks at the fountains, but, alas, only to be caught 
by ever-alert teachers. We remember too, the 
many and varied school activities which were so 
essential in our high school days—chilly Friday 
nights spent watching our football team trounce our 
arch-rivals, the preparation and the eve before the 
school’s two outstanding social events—the Back- 
field Bounce and the Melody March, and the quiet 
moments at the Armistice Day Assembly.

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DATELINE—NEW YORK 

This last January 26, seven high-school students 
and one teacher left Windsor from the New York 
Central Station. They arrived in New York City 
that evening, and spent the next three-and-a-half 
days there, enjoying the glittering attractions that 
city has to offer, as well as, more important, ob¬ 
serving the United Nations in action. I was one of 
those students. Mr. Bowden of this school had the 
dubious pleasure of keeping an eye on seven boys 
visiting, for the first time, a dazzling metropolis of 
ten million people.—And, let me tell you, he had a 
big job. 

No sooner were we unpacked at the “Y**, than a 
few of us decided to walk down and see Times 
Square (six blocks away) at night. We all hated to 
leave this area of brilliant signs, famous theatres 
pla 3 dng such sensations as ‘‘Most Happy Fella”, and 
the milling crowds that throng the hub of that huge 
cosmopolitan city. 

The big events on Sunday were our guided tours, 
first of Lower Manhattan, including China-Town, 
then of Upper Manhattan, highlighted by the mag¬ 
nificent Cathedral of St. John the Divine, the 
largest in the world. At dusk, we sprinted for the 
Empire State Building, three blocks from our “Y”. 
Whichever way we looked from the 102nd-floor ob¬ 
servation deck, we were astounded at the panorama 
of skyscrapers and the sea, of the concrete pile that 
is Wall Street and, faintly in the gathering dark¬ 
ness, Liberty herself, facing the Atlantic mists. The 
evening was spent at the Radio City Music Hall, 
where the entire orchestra rises out of the floor on 
a silently-moving platform! 

Monday evening we watched the Arthur Godfrey 
Talent Scout Show, where a wiggling, jiggling 
Hawaiian Hula-girl entertained us; and Tuesday 
night, some of us went to see a current Broadway 
play, “Major Barbara”, starring Glynnis Johns. 

THE UNITED NATIONS: 

The days were taken up at the United Nations, 
on the East River at 48th Street. The Canadian 
Delegation, at Beekman Towers, opposite the U.N. 
Plaza, supplied us with tickets for the various meet¬ 
ings that were in progress. 

The U. N. buildings, with which newspapers and 
newsreels have made us all familiar, reflect the 
democracy and dignity which exist here. The dele¬ 
gates themselves, although they may be arguing in 
the assembly, preserve this atmosphere, the only 
one in which world disputes could be agreeably 
concluded. Each country has played her part in the 
decorating, in the organizing, in the empowering, in 
the enforcing. For, although many criticize the 
U. N. as impotent and useless to act in a crisis, we 
can only marvel at the extent to which the U. N.‘s 
pKJwers and prestige have grown in the twelve years 
of its existence, and how many age-old problems 
have been solved:—how many persons given sanita¬ 
tion where there was pestilence, freedom where 
there was disillusionment, crops where there was 
desert, hope where there was fear. These were my 
thoughts as I listned to the Suez dispute raging in 


the Assembly Hall, the tense hearings of the repre¬ 
sentatives of Free Hungary in the special Commit¬ 
tee council, and the hot dispute over the Russian 
“PACKAGE DEAL** in the Ad-Hoc Committee 
meeting. There, we felt confidence in the able and 
earnest representatives of the western-type de¬ 
mocracies; we witnessed their firmness and in¬ 
tegrity, and heard their dignified and reasonable 
speeches. We all came back to Windsor not only 
more enthusiastic U. N. supporters as a result of 
our experience in New York, but also with the con¬ 
viction that we can, and must, place with confidence 
the fate of our democratic ideals in the delegates 
of Canada, and of her allies in aims, in the United 
Nations organization. 

CANADA’S ROLE: 

Canada’s specific role in the United Nations was 
outlined to us by Mr. Hadwen of the Canadian per¬ 
manent mission, whom we met at Beekman Towers 
on Tuesday morning. He told us that Canada is a 
conciliatory power. This has its roots in our history 
of struggle between French and English national 
groups, of East-West differences, and of our prox¬ 
imity to the United States. It has become a stand¬ 
ard part of Canadian foreign policy that we work 
differences out in discussion, each side stating its 
demands and finally resolving on a compromise. 
Such a solution is not completely satisfactory to 
both, but is a middle-of-the-road agreement. Can¬ 
ada uses this effectively in the United Nations. Her 
influence in conciliation is due partly to her pres¬ 
tige, partly to her well-known non-expansionist 
policy:—for example, Canada has no desire to ac¬ 
quire territory in the Middle East; therefore, her 
influence in settling the Suez problem is great. 

A second feature of Canada’s role is linked with 
the fact that she, as a second-rate power, joins with 
other smaller powers in international organizations. 
Together, these groups can wield greater influence, 
not only in political matters, but also in such mat¬ 
ters as the refugee problem and the trade problems. 

Of the annual budget for the U. N. of approxi¬ 
mately $50,0()0,0(X).(X), Canada contributes approxi¬ 
mately 3.1.5^/^^. She also contributes collectively 
about 4 to 5 millions toward technical assistance 
programmes, refugee-aid programmes, and such 
specialized agencies as UNESCO, UNICEF, WHO, 
and so on. 

While Canada is necessarily, through population 
unequal to her vast natural resources and industrial 
potential, a second-rate power, she is, by her great 
prestige and impartiality, an influential member of 
the United Nations. Because of the general respect 
she has gained, her advice is taken in a great many 
instances in international disputes. Thus, while she 
isinot yet ready to emerge as a great power, she 
finds her position in world affairs in accordance 
with not only her wishes but with her commercial, 
industrial, and military position.
